The Bureau Is aware of information previfirtfsly 
furnished the Loe Angeles Office by EDGAR EUGEN^BRADLEY, 

12208 Bnelita Street, North Hollywood, California. 

On 1/6/71, BRADLEY again contacted the FBI Offica 
at Los Angelas and provided SA JAMES MC CAULEY/With tha . 
following informations yr 

BRADLEY stated that one of his/inforroanta haa 
advised him that a person named HAROLDVWEISBERG told tha 
informant he is writing another book//6ncerning the assassina- 
tion of JOHN FITZGERALD KENNEDY and'that this book will plaea 
the fblame for the assassination on the FBI. WEISBERG also 
advised the Informant he received the information placing 
blame on the FBI from a high official in the Secret Service. 
The identity of the official Was not provided BRADLEY* a 
informant. ' J ’ 

BRADLEY stated that WE3SBERG lives in a small town 
south of Baltimore, Maryland, and that VEISBEHG has been 
closely associated with New Orleans District Attorney JAMES 
GARRISON. BRADLEY is of the opinion that WEISBERG haa 
written several articles and possibly even a book concerning 
the KENNEDY assassination. 

BRADLEY stated that the Congressional Record of 
9/29/68 contains a speech by Congressman WILLIS of (^ulslana 
identifying WEISBERO as having been removed in 193® from tha 
La Follotto Civil Liberties Commissiroft for making unauthorised 
disclosures to the "Daily Worker." BRADLEY stated that 
WEISBERG waa one of nine men fired from the U. S. State 
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Department in 19^7 for hnvlng association with the Soviet* . 
and that on 12/16/66, WKIS8EHG had allegedly appeared befor * \ ‘.y. 
a Trotskyito group to discuss his book, 'K . ’ ’•/ 

BRADLEY stated he desired to bring the above - 

information to the attention of the Bureau because of hi* ;* 
respect for the Bureau. BRADLEY stated that he does not 
know if there is any truth concerning the above information 
but he felt the FBI should be informed of the above. Be 
stated he has not read any of WEISBfcflG'a previous article* 
or book as he felt WEISBERO was not worthy of belief.
